Provides scholarships to quality preschool programs in a variety of settings to
allow programs to serve more children. Increases the number of 3- and 4-year
olds enrolled in high quality preschool programs that prepare them to succeed
in kindergarten and beyond.

Trains pediatric practices to engage parents and young children in early
literacy activities; provides books to pediatricians or their staff to distribute to
families with young children. Expands children’s access to reading by
promoting child literacy as a part of pediatric primary care.

Provides classes on parenting, child development and problem-solving skills.
Strengthens families with young children by providing voluntary classes in
community-based settings.

Distribute food boxes and basic necessity items to families in need of
assistance who have children birth to 5 years old. Improves the health and
nutrition of children 5 and younger and their families.

Under statewide coordination, includes the studies and evaluation work which
inform the FTF Board and the 31 Regional Partnership Councils. Examples
include: baseline Needs and Assets reports; specific, focused studies; and
statewide research and evaluation on the developing early childhood system.

Use a variety of community-based activities and materials to increase public
awareness of the critical importance of early childhood development and
health so that all Arizonans are actively engaged in supporting young kids in
their communities.
